When horae ownera and
tralnera fall to enter thelr horse» for llberal puraea
in theae tlmee the reapon-rtbillty for serloua damage.
to raclng resta upon thelr Bhoulders.
The Jockey Club shoull not make the sllghtest

eonce«Blon to owners who refuse to enter thelr
fcoreea unie » racea are ao "condltloned" that lt ap-

pears to theae owners that horsea OWttad by them
have certaln racea at thelr mercy. Thls ls the
tlme for flrmneas and determlnatlon on the part of
the Jockey Club.
In the llat of licenaed Jockeys for 1896 the names of

oeveral jockeys who have been talnted by auapl-
don, on account of pecullar riding in racea iaat year
and In Callfornla ln recent montha, may be found

by anybody who cares enoutrh about the purity of
the turf to recali eome of the Ineidents assoclated
with certaln performancea. The Jockey Club ahould
pot healtate ln glvlng certaln well-known Jockeys
aome very emphatlc warnlngs before the raclng sea-

aon begitiB ln thls Btate. Moreover, jockeys who
bave been suspected of pulllnR thelr mounu or of
aaaociatlon with unacrupulous aisenta of men who

lay agalnst what are tec hnlcally called "dead one«"
cn the turf ehould be kept under aurveillance, both
nlght and day. The allKhtegt d.vlatlon from the

path of rectltude or any exhibltlon of euaplcloualy
peoulUu* riding should be no i. by inatarvtanioua rev-

ocatton of llcense*. It ehould not be an extremely
dlfflcult taek to flnd out who the agenta or Ko-be-
tweena who corrupt both tralnera and Jockeys are

and with whom they assoclate. Jllen of that atamp
ahould not be allowed to enter the racctracks. Thls

tl the tlme to relleve the turf of the elements that
ave hatnpered and injured the sport for yeara.
When money ia scarce and racegoera, llke every-

Favre-Perret,
the chief Commissioner in the Swiss
department and member of the Internatioi
Jury on watches at the Centennial
Exhibition at Philadelphia, and is worthy
the attention of every good American..
